We  use  our  best  efforts  to  keep  our  stock  absolutely 
healthy  and  free  from  disease  by  the  destruction  of 
‘‘stunts”  and  by  discarding  those  that  do  not  come  true. 


OUR  GREEN  PLANTS  are  grown  so  as  to  give  the 
maximum  of  results  equal  or  superior  to  root  stock. 
This  is  only  accomplished  by  the  selection  of  healthy 
vigorous  roots  benched  in  a  moderate  heat  that  will 
enable  us  to  take  stocky  base  cuttings.  Only  a  reason¬ 
able  number  of  cuttings  are  taken  and  none  used  that 
are  spindly.  After  cuttings  are  rooted  and  potted  and 
begin  to  grow  they  are  moved  to  cooler  quarters  and 
later  shifted  to  larger  pots;  at  this  stage  small  tubers 
are  beginning  to  form,  assuring  that  clumps  will  be 
obtained  at  digging  time;  the  plants  are  later  hardened 
off  in  ‘‘outside  quarters”  so  as  to  withstand  shipping 
and  be  in  condition  for  planting  out. 

We  have  kept  our  list  of  varieties  limited  by  retain- 
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ing  a  very  high  percentage  of  those  that  are  placed  on 
the  “Honor  Roll”  consecutive  seasons. 

The  varieties  mentioned  herein  are  of  exceptional 
merit  and  may  be  grown  to  Your  Complete  Satisfaction) 
if  you  will  Dig  Deep,  Cultivate  Regularly  and  Keep  In¬ 
sects  Under  Control,  particularly  the  leaf  hopper.  Cul¬ 
tural  Instructions  for  growing  “Giant  Dahlias”  are  sent 
with  each  order.

GREEN  PLANTS 

Set  green  plants  so  that  the  earth  ball  is  from  two; 
inches  below  surface  of  the  ground  where  soil  is  heavy, 
to  three  inches  in  light  soil.  If  of  a  clayey  nature  addi 
sand  or  ashes,  working  or  mixing  well  into  the  soil.) 
Water  well  and  protect  from  sun  for  two  or  three  days. 

Note — We  shade  our  newly  set  plants  with  shingles, 
pitching  them  at  an  angle  to  afford  a  better  shade,  and; 
set  in  a  three-quarter  circle  with  open  end  toward  the 
North.
